aware of the learning user's understanding in an area that is related to the learning user being 

monitored; and keeping track of the fact that the learning user has accessed materials related to 

the product and allowing such information to be available to the institute user; and based on the 

charging of the user, the learning user is allowed to access materials for learning and the institute 

user to access materials regarding to the learning user (as per claims 46, 58 and 70).
